| For the past few years the term ‘behavior 
| modification” has been used with increasing fre- 
quency, yet few people really know what it means. 
CSUS Psychology Professor Dr. Helene Burgess 


immediate. 





explained behavior modification as a means of 
changing a person's behavior by rewarding that per- 
son with positive response to ar action or behavior 
“We look at behavior, then we icok at responses to 
that behavior,” stated Burgess, adding that it is im- 
portant the response to favorable behavior be 


Only through immediate favorable response is 
the action associated with that response. “A positive 
event right after the behavior will strengthen that 
particular behavior,” added Burgess. 

“Behavior modification procedures are almost 
exclusively positive. We use methods people like in 
order to develop behaviors they want to develop,”

AS! Senator Karen DeMartin:

This year, Program Board has 
functioned as a Clearinghouse for 
clubs and organizations reques- 
ting funds for their various ac- 
tivities, and nave done very little 
programming of their own By set- 
ting aside two separate program 
funds. *ne clubs and organizations 
would have a separate account to 
get funding for the programs and 
activities they are interested in 
presenting 

Program Board would be free 
to present activities and events 
aimed at the general student body 
and wouldn't be tied up with 
regulating the clubs activities 
DeMartini said 

‘Instead of giving it all to one 
group, we are going to try to 
Gelegate it to the whole student 
body,” senate Chair Kevin Stevens 
said 


Peiote, along with Asian Pacific 
Student Union and MEChA 
representatives, said $20,000 is not 
enough money for alli 
organizations on campus.

abusive or self - destructive behavior is permanently 
damaging (banging head against wall), a brief ap- 
plication of contingent shock could be used. The 
response to that 
behavior then is a very brief, lowintensity shock, but 
it's something that is painful.” Jensen said such 
treatment usually lasts for no more than three 
consecutive days. 


Burgess said. “And the amount of any negative 
technique is very infinitesimal and it's usually 
something that behavior modification isn't,” added 


Burgess. 


Burgess said a jot of things are labeled behavior 
modification methods that really are not. She said 
psycho - surgery and electro - convulsive therapy 
are not forms ot behavior modification, but often are 


listed as such. 


Dr. Robert Jensen stated the use of negative res- 
ponse to behavior is employed only when positive 


response has failed to take effect. 


Jensen, who also teaches psychology at CSUS, 
has worked with kids who have scratched the skin 
off their faces with their fingernails. Only when 
someone has a severe self - destructiv2 nature must 
one resort to negative therapy for the individual, ac- 


cording to Jensen. 


Jensen went on to speak of what type of negative 
rasponse therapy would be used “When the self -

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ROTC not a threat 


Apparentiy there are those on this campus who 
labor under the apprehension that the presence of 
an ROTC program here would do nothing more than 
foster militarism, tower academic standards. and 

tifle creativity among students and facuity 
Specifically, Duane Campbell. associate professor 
»f education, is champion of the anti - ROTC body 
His propaganda against military science being 
taught by military people at CSUS fully utilizes 
claims that such classes wouid be nothing more 
than centers of indoctrination and new handholds 
for military control over the civilian population 

His reasoning is rife with ambiguities. Camptell 
IN a SIX - page Memo, submits that an attempt to br- 
ing ROTC to CSUS an “attempt to militarize 
CSUS.” says Campbell.is an attemot by the military 
to expand their ties with higher education 
nstitutions so that our ligitimacy and prestige will 

ercome the potential recruits’ reluctance to join 

The memo also suggests that. through ROTC 

niversities will become nothing more than training 
amps and recruiting offices 

That ts the same type of convoluted reasoning 
that resides in the propaganda of anti - gun contro! 
groups whe think that gun registration would 
automaticaily iead to some sort of communist 
takeover 

It is important to remember that American 
Students are not easily brainwashed It would take a 
jreat deal more than a set of classes in military 
science to turn our educational community into one 
f uniformed, goose stepping robots. More credit 
must be given to our ability to think for ourselves. to 
make Our Own choices 

It is a matter of choice Although ROTC may not 
be curriculum a university such as ours sorely 


needs. it is nonetheless. a useful !earning tool for 
those who wish to study or be part of the military It 
seems far better to offer MS courses in an 
university than to keep such classes in a nighly 
regimented, narrow miiitary institute No one will be 
charged with the duty of impressing students into 
ROTC. There will be no mandatory classes in 
military scrence, no court martials and no fir ng 
squads

Who's responsibility is it? 


In Campus related news stories. the most con- 
troversial subject this semester has been one of fun- 
ding the CSUS Children's Center. The basic dispute 
centers on whether ASI should continue funding 10 
percent or more of its budget for less than 1 percent 
of the student population. Tempers are hot and get- 
ting hotter. ASI takes the stand that since they have 
to accomodate so many diverse groups vying fora 
limited amount of money, the Center's request is 
snreasonabie The Children’s Center, on the other 
hand. feels in the interests of social progress that 
this request is more than reasonable and is attempt- 
ng to bring pressure to bear to receive increased 
funding 


On this particular issue, | find myself in the 
/nNusual position of agreeing with ASI's stand. The 
Children’s Center request for more funding is not 
only unreasonable, it's impractical and unfair 
Although the Center provides a valuable service for 
some parents who otherwise couldn't attend this 
institution because of their children. to expect 98 
percent of the student population to subsidize child 
care responsibility for possibly 2 percent of the 
student body, at the expense of cutting or dropping 
other activities, seems a little absurd 


At present, ASI's revenues are derived from an ac- 
tivity fee paid by some 20,000 students meant to be 
allocated towards services not normally provided for 
by the State of California. These activities are 
amenities other colleges usually have budgeted in 
their higher tuition rates, but which we, as students 
must make up for from our own pockets. Because of 
this situation, it stands to reason that the money 
should be spent on activities that benefit as many 
Students as possible When one group requests

more funding than its numbers merit. it's time to 
Start asking some tough questions 

As it stands, the Center provides care for ap- 
proximately 88 children of CSUS students a day 
Ideally, this would mean that 88 students were 
benefitted daily, but it's unclear how many have 
more than one child attending the Center, thereby 
lowering the total of students benefitting from the 
Center's operation. According to Children's Center 
Director Andrea Garite. some 200 students take ad- 
vantage of the Center on a rotating basis, but even 
by using that figure you come to the conclusion that 
only 2 percent of the student body is served. Con- 
sidering the amount of student money budgeted to 
this group, it’s fair to ask “why the imbalance?’ 

Probably the hardest question to ask is a morai 
one. “Do the other students attending CSUS have a 
moral responsibility to pay for the child care for 
students who have children and who find it difficult 
to get an education because of their children?” In my 
opinion, we don't. Though the Center was originally 
funded to financially assist these parents. it was not 
meant to take all the financial responsibility for rais- 
ing them. away. When these parents decided. either 


| CONsciously Or unconsciously, to have children they 


assumed not only the moral responsibility for their 


| care, but the financial responsibility as weli It's a 


hard fact of life, but when you have a chiid certain 
sacrifices have to be made 
In fairness, I'm sure most of the student body 


would agree that some funding of the Children’s

According to Colen. we tend to 
lump all minority groups together 
instead of considering the 
different histories of various 
peoples, and the extent of dis- 
crimination they have had to deai 
with. These people require 
different types of services, Colen 
said Suspicion of the system 
among the minority aged is not un- 
common because of these 
forgotten factors, he added 

Colen feels that CSUS will 
benefit greatly from this study, in- 
dicating that there is atremendous 
potential for the academic 
institution and service - delivering 
agencies to complement each 
other Such a study will enhance 
the teaching ability among profes- 
sors in the field as weli as 
familiarize students with real 
problems of people in the com- 
munity, he says 

Colen’s research should be

According to Jensen 
shown in the movie was not behavior modification 
but rather “Paviovian conditioning © Through this 
conditioning a person or animal can be made to res- 
pond in a certain way to a specific stimulus 
Through this conditioning also, the response 
emitted by an individual becomes automatic, given 
the correct stimulus. In this way Paviov's dogs were 
conditioned to salivate on the ringing of a bell. This 
was done by feeding the dogs while the signal was 
being emitted by the trainer After a while the degs 
salivated at the signal, expecting food and did so 
even without food ever being present 
is not 
modification stated Jensen, because the dogs’ 
denavior was not changed but they were merely 
trained to react a certain way to the correct signal 
With Paviovian conditioning, the subjects have no 
choice in the matter. whereas, Jensen points out 
that in behavior modification the subjects wish to at-

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| UCD’s ‘Hedda’ a black 
widow in a web of intrigue

Henrik Ibsen's Hedda Gabler has been done a 
thousand times and will doubtless be done a 
thousand more, because the play deals with univer- 
sal human problems 

We see what can happen to a dominating person 
who wants too much power, and to a person who 
because of social repression attempts to find other 
Outlets for the urges of passion and creativity. Ibsen 
wrote this piay a hundred years ago, but one could 
easily believe it was written only yesterday 

In the UC Davis production of this eterna! drama 
we are shown once again Hedda's search for beauty, 
meaning and poetry in a world which seems to lack 
any of these finer qualities. Hedda, played by Kim 
Gayton, wants to dominate her surroundings. She 
wants to control her own fate, to be at the center of 
her destiny and have the freedom to pick her paths 

But Hedda is trapped by her shortcomings, and 

“the social structure around her, and so tries to 
“achieve her aims vicariously by controlling the lives 
~of others 

Gayton makes Hedda a black widow spider at the 
center of a web Of lives, pulling all those around her 
into her ultimately destructive machinations 

“Gayton takes an interesting approach to the 
“character of Hedda She appears sensual and yet 
- somehow beyond sex 
There are moments of lesbianistic desires on her 
~ part for Thea Eivstead, a woman caught up in Hea- 
das game Yet Gayton's Hedda almost appears to be 
© aman trapped in a woman's body, a dominant mas- 
culine force unable to express itself openly. Gayton 
gives a fine performance in this very difficult role 
She makes her character cold and chilly, but still 
very Numan 
Hedda's husband, Jorgen Tesman, is a bumbling 
but competent historian bent upon doing his work 
and trying to satisfy the whims of his wife. Robert 
Sutton’'s performance as Tesman is both comic and 
realistic 
Susan Murphy, as Mrs. Thea Elvstead gives a 
competent, though not totally satisfying, per- 
formance. She falls into the trap of playing Theaasa 
whiner which 1s a superficial characterization. Thea 
is the one person who possesses whah Hedda wants 
and can never have: purity of spirit. This spiritual 
quality enabies Thea to inspire both Eljert Lovborg 
Hedda’s almost-lover, and Tesman to create true 
works of art 
it is Hedda’s jealousy and hatred of these people 
who can create that drives her to destroy not only 
Lovborgs manuscript, but Luvborg himself

Robert Kriley gives a fair performance as Lov- 
borg, the alcoholic writer who is driven to commit 
suicide by Hedda Kriley's character was good in his 
first scene, but as with most of the actors in the 
Production, he seemed unable to reach the depths of 
emotion required in the jater part of the play 

It is through the character of Luvborg, Hedda’s 
former amour, that Hedda attempts to revenge 
herself and to inspire someone to create a thing of 
beauty. Hedda convinces him to shoot himseli in the 
temple, which she considers a perfect act of beauty 

Lovborg is found mortally wounded in the loca! 
brothel. His wound is not in the temple but in the 
stomach It is a seamy and sordid death rather tha 
the noble act Hedda has invisioned 

Ivan Sandoval plays Judge Brack. the man who 
discovers that it was Hedda's pisto! which Lorborg 
was shot with. With this information he is the only 
man who Can truly have Hedda in his power. San 
doval’s Brack is a smooth and easy talker. who 
beneath the dignified exterior is a lecherous pig 
Sandoval gives a fine performance. which iS low key 
and yet filled with leering desire. He gives one the 
feeling that touching him would be like feeling cold 
vaseline, greasy and foul to the skin 

At the end of the play Hedda is trapped by her 
Own attempts to control and destroy those around 
her. Tea has kept notes on Lovborg’s manuscript 
and Tesman takes on the task of rewriting the dead 
man's masterpiece. Hedda, faced with the thought of 
a life controlled by Judge Brack finally creates her 
Own tragic vision of a pure act of beauty by com 
mitting suicide 

Some of the really good moments in the play 
belong to Kim Mcann Stanton who plays Berta the 
maid. Although it ‘s a small part, Stanton imbues 
Berta with a life that is full and vivacious Her per 
formance gives the production an added dimension 
of aliveness 

The only really weak performance is turned in by 
Leah LeBaron as Juliane Tesman Jorgen’s aunt 
LeBaron just mouths through the lines without 
emotion. She is a caricature of the old granny in 
those Warner Bros cartoons who protected Tweety 
Bird from Sylvester the cat 

Scenic designer Gene Chesley'’s set is a 
handsome and serviceable one {i 1s onstructed on 
two levels which director Everard d'Harnoncourt 
uses quite effectively 

Overall the Davis production of Hedda Gabler 
quite good. The director and cast have given a new 
and different perspective to this Classic of the 
theatre Although some of the performances are 
weak the show is well worth seeing, before it closes 
March 24

second movement was strong and 
lively. His rendition of the Allegro 
con brio movement was definitely 
fiery. Notable for its strength and 
feeling, this was Krakowski's best 
played selection of the evening 

Mihaly deserves recognition for 
his excellent playing of the difficult 
piano part in the Prokofieff sonata 
Throughout the program he was 
polished and always correct 

The ‘Sonatina in G major” is not 
one of DOvorak's best com- 
positions, containing rather trite 
Americana themes, but Krakowski 
and Mihaly played it correctly 

The two Spanish Dances by 
Sarasate are fun pieces, loaded 
with technical tricks which 
Krakowski played admirably 
Especiaily impressive were the oc- 
tave passages (in tune!) and dif- 
ficult bowings in the “Habanera.” 
However, small flaws made this 
piece less successful than it could 
have been 

The “introduction § and 
Taranteila” was firmer technicatly 
Krakowski moved more freely, 
making his music more convincing 
and iess inhibited. 

Aside from small details that un- 
doubtedly will be worked out in 
time, Krakowski's only problem is 
cormmunicating directly with the 
audience. Perhaps this feeling of 
reserve was Caused by his use of 
sheet music, instead of playing 


from mernory. 
Overali, Krakowski shows 
promise. He is sensitive and 


possesses a facile technique that is 
especially impressive because of 
his age. It will be interesting to 
follow his progress in the future

But where's the waiter? 

Oh, there he is, talking with another waitress 
You're ready to order. You've been waiting long 
enough 

He vanishes, returns carrying plates of food 
serves another table and leaves. You fidget, wonder- 
ing if he knows you're there. You're making small 
talk but actually wondering, “Geez, what's taking so 
long?” 

He comes back to his section and stands and 
chats with the same waitress for a few more minutes 
as you watch, furious and irritated, yet determined to 
remain caim

Finally he notices you. He strolls over and spews 
out, “Whadda ya want?” 

You nonchalantly recite your order as he takes it 
down, and almost before you're finished. he walks 
away 

Sure, you'll eat dinner there that night. But 
chances are you'll never set foot in that place again 

Poor service ruins an otherwise perfect dining ex- 
perience 

And two young men's realization of this fact 
motivated them to recently establish the American 
Waiter's Academy, a schoo! designed to teach its 
Students the fine art — and an art it is — of waiting 

Formed only three months ago by Sacramento's 
Bruce Jenner and Mike Mallory, the academy 
features a two - week program which covers every 
aspect of waiting from wine recommendations to the 
service of Russian cuisine 

The service in a restaurant is what makes peaple

come back,” Mallory said, offering as proof the 
results of a poll conducted recently by Pillsbury, inc 

In the Pillsbury survey, a restaurant's service 
was given more value than its food atmosphere 
cleanliness and jocation,” said Maliory, a restaurant 
worker since age 7 and two - year manager of D O 
Milis restaurant in Old Sacramento. “We train 
professional waiters and waitresses how to project 
themselves, how to sell menu items. and how to 
make the overall Gining experience pleasant for cus- 
tomers.’ 

Mallory and co - instructor Jenner, now manager 
of the Fish Emporium in Sacramento and past 
manager of the Rusty Duck and the Ancient Moose 
believe restaurants aren't adequately training their 
waiters and waitresses to perform proficiently 
another reason they set up the school

“As food service manager at D. O. Mills,” Mallory 
Said, “! didn't know where to get trained, ex- 
perienced waiters. Restaurants need a Place to con- 
tact about hiring efficient profesionally trained 
people 

“We have an 85 percent overall placement rate,” 
Mallory said, meaning more than three - fourths of 
the academy's students have immediately found 
jobs) “As restaurants start recognizing the 
quality of our training, and as the summer months 
roll around, we're getting more and more calls from 
restaurants wanting to fill openings with our waiters 

in fact,” he said, “We're almost get! "g more re- 
quests than we can fill 

‘And although we can't guarantee students jobs 
upon enroliment in the course. our goa! is 100 
percent placement. We can now claim a 15 percent 
higher rate than two months ago,” Mallory said 

The waiter's job is appealing to students because

It suddenly occurred to me that not enough credit 
has been given to those people who mix. pour and 
blend liquors at bars all over the world — the 
bartenders 


It has often been said that bartenders have solved 
many of the wo''d’s problems by simply standing in 
the middie of a bar, Pouring and listening. Is this 
true, or is it a myth created by many lost souls with 
unquenchable thirsts? 


Kim Hickman, bartender at the Mills Station bar 
located on Folsom Boulevard, claims that those of 
his profession don't play the roles of counselor for 
their patrons 

“I think the stereotype of bartenders who play the 
role of aneighborhood psychoiogist is a myth. When 
people get a little alcohol in them, they tend to run at 
the mouth — alcoho! works as a catalyst,” he said 

But why be a bartender? 

“The bar business is never boring.” clainis 
Hickman, who has worked at Steak and Ale and the 
Breakers restaurants. “It is never the same two 
nights in a row. Being a bartender allows you to meet 
a lot of different people. | make good money and the 
hours fit my daytime activities, like going to school 
and skiing.” 

But all bars are as different as the personalities of 
the people who frequent them. 

Behold the swinging singles bar. A busy, good 
looking young bartender lined up ten glasses, pulled 
two nozzles from underneath the bar, and poured, 
Squirted and squeezed into all ten >: once. Speed 
and smoothness were evident not only in the 
bartender’s methods, but also in the subtie pursuit of 
the single's bar's patrons. 

The crisp, cool atmosphere of a businessmen's 
bar is the extreme opposite of a singles’ bar. A three- 
piece suite, a pair of wing tips, and a taste for good 
Scotch seem to be standards for its customers. An 
older, more sophisticated man tended bar with 
authority and class found in few other es- 
tablishments. 

The gay bar is just one other type of pub, and con- 
trary to most stereotypes, is not a piace where 
uninhibited people hang out, seeking pick-ups.

Maliory said, “And the hours worked so short, that 
college students not only have enuugh time and 
money to pursue their education. but enougn to 
socialize and enjoy their weekends 

“Many people simply aren't educated as to what 
they have to put into the job of waiting Many 
Students have found it so pleasant that they've 
Stayed on waiting even after they've finished their 
master's or Ph.Ds.” he explained 

The academy's 17 - phase program encompasses 
almost al! necessary information to become a 
professional waiter. After the instructors’ in- 
troduction and brief explanation of the events of the 
next two weeks, students start learning the skills of 
cocktail sales and service 

We make them memorize the contents of about 
50 drinks and the order in which these should be 
called to the bartender or cocktail waitress,’ Mallory 
said 

The next two phases, wine knowledge and sales 
manship and menu description “help the waiter to 
know what he's talking about when recommending 
wine or menu items. There's alot of faking going on 
in restaurants these days. Waiters need to know not 
only every food item on the menu. but a wine to 
recommend with each one.” 

Other highlights of the training program include 
serving etiquette for American, French, and Russian 
Cuisine, setting and stocking a station personal 
hygiene and the importance of good self - projec- 
tion, “suggestive selling” of menu items and exten-

‘We then go into role playing,” Mallory said. “We 
set up a complete waiter's station and students (or 
Jenner and |) play customers with realistic demands 
and questions. During the rove - Playing the person 
acting as waiter must be constantly aware of his sec- 
tion's activity, familiar with the menu and prepared 
to answer any questions 

“Its the best way for students to exercise what 
they've learned,” he explained
